SCHLEY'S OFFICIAL REPORT OF 


THE FIRST ENGAGEMENT 


New York, June 3 -Special—A Port An Prince dispatch 


says a battle began at Santiago shoitly before nine this 
morning. 


Madrid, June 3—Special—It is rumored here that the 


American fleet has forced an entrance into Santiago harbor. 
The report is not credited. 


Cervera's Doom Sealed. 


Washington, June 3—Special—There is now no possible 


chance for Admiral Cervera to liberate himself from the trap 
into which he he ran when he entered the harbor of Santiago. 
Sampson's and Schley's fleets have now been consolidated in 
front of the harbor, and have the Spaniards securely penned. 
It will be certain destruction for Cervera to attempt to es- 
cape; it will be equally certain destruction for him to lemain. 
Within forty-eight hours the guns of American and Cuban 
land forces will be shelling the ships from the heights sur- 
rounding the bay, while the American fleet in the distance 
will be maintaining a strict blockade or forcing an entrance to 
the harbor, where Cervera can be engaged at short range. 
His predicament is a serious one, and escape is impossible 
except by a miracle, and naval authorities do not fear the in 
terposition of miracles to assist the Spaniards. 


Expect a Decisive Battle. 


Washington, June 3—Special—The administration ex-i 


pects to hear today that the fleets of Schley and Sampson 
have attacked Cervera's fleet and the shore batteries 
The 


president and cabinet will be disappointed if news does not 
come today. 
The president and Secretaries Long and Alger 


are hopeful that a complete victory by Sampson and Schley 
will force Spain to sue for peace. The administration does 
not intend, however, to have peace declared until the United 
States shall be in possession of Porto Rico. .

Neither are as formidable as was supposed a 
week ago, and it is believed that it will btj an easy matter to 
capture the town and destroy or capture the Spanish squad 
ron. 


Schley's Official Keport. 


Washington, June 3—Special—Schley's official report of 


the fight at Santiago was read at the cabinet meeting this 
morning. 
He says he has no doubt; that Cervera's fleet is in 


the harbor, and that his firing was done to develop the 
enemy's batteries. 
In that respect it resulted entirely satis- 


factory, 
None of our vessels were hit, and no casualties on 


our side are reported.

against the Spanish outposts at Santiago. 
A force of five 


hundred under Garcia attacked fort near Holquin, but the gar- 
rison made a determined resistance and mowed down the 
Cubans at short range. 
Garcia retired, leaving sixty-eight 


dead and wounded, exclusive of many that were carried off 
killed.

London, June 3—Special—There is a significance in the 


fact that Austria is the only one of the powers to signify a 
desire to heed Spain's last appeal for intervention to stop the 
war with the United States. The hint from Vienna "thai 
Austria will act is qualified by the announcement that she 
will do so only in conjunction with other powers. Austria's 
friendship for Spain is accounted for by the close relationship 
of the Emperor Francis Joseph and the queen regent of Spain 
All the other European powers are unsympathetic, and there 
is no probability of intervention from ' any source. Great 
Britain and Russia are tirm friends of the United States and 
will become close allies if the necessity should arise. They' 
will see that none of the other nations take an active part on 
Spain's side.
